proach " After some other conversation, I asked 
him, if there had been a sofEciency of provisions 
for" his army on the retreat from Moscow, whe^ 
ther it might not have been accomplfshed with a 
loss much smaller than that which they bad sas- 
lamed? Napoleon answered, '■No'; the cold' 
would have destroyed them, even if they had had 
a suflicienoy of provisions Those who had food,, 
died by hundreds Even the Russians tbcmselres:

6tli . — Saw Napoleon, to whom 1 gave a hook, en- 
titled, Mceurs et Coulumes des Corses^ which he 
ran over, frequently laughing very heartily at seve- 
ral of the anecdotes which were recounted in it. 
The author, he said, w'as an ignoi antaccio, and 
wholly iinacquaiuted with many circumstances 
relative to the histoiy, manufactures, &c. of Cor- 
sica; in fact, that he was either a place-hunter, or 
a man who had been hen hastonato* by the Corsi- 
cans. That, many' of the anecdotes he related re- 
specting assassinations which had been committed, 
-were true, but that the Corsicans were not in the 
habit of assassinating strangers; that they weie 
the best friends- and the worst enemies in the' 
world ; that those who espoused a party, remained 
unchangeable “ Even I,” continued he, “ m the 
height of my poweiv could never induce the Eng- 
lish party to' change their opinions, though i of- 
fered to receive them all into my service.” 

“ The admiral, said he, “ held a long conversa- 
tion wrlli me a day or two ago.~ He praised tho 
governor ; said that 1 was mistaken in him ; that 
he was an exti’eraely well-informed man, and hatl

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that I should meet him, ou an opportanity that

discussion, alter his restnctions, and treat me ns I 
would myself treat a person placed in a similar 
situation in fact, in a word, put matters upon the 
same footing as he found them, or nearly so bnt 
that It would answer no purpose for us to meet 
I complam of the ill treatment I receive. He says, 

‘ I comply with my instmotions This is always 
his excuse Now, although I am convinced that 
his instructions specify no more than that he 
should take every precaution to prevent my escape 
and otherwise to treat me well, and with as little 
possible expense as may be, yet I could not well 
tell him that he asserted a falsehood All that 1 
could reply would be by making ncompanson (in 
doing which yon most always exaggerate), bv 
likening him to a hangman, who, while he puts a 
rope rouud your neck to dispatch you, only exe- 
cutes his orders, but that is uot a reason that you 
should be obliged to make a companion of biro 
or receive him until the moment of execution -r- 
I could only say this, and tell him that If such 
were his orders, he had disgraceil himself by ac 
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cepting a dishonourable employment; that if he 
had not, he was still worse, in being the contriver 
of such. As long as he treats me (I la Botany 
Bay, so long will not I see him. I certainly<. 
would understand not to see the commissioneis, 
and not to enter houses which he said he sus- 
pected.” 

“ I told the admiral,” continued he, “ that I 
hoped the Prince Regent would know of the 
treatment which I receive here The admiral 
said, that if I thought myself aggrieved, I ought 
to complain, either to the Regent, or to the minis- 
ters. f think it would be a degradation to me to 
complain to ministers who have treated me so ill, 
and who act from hatred. The admiral strove to 
excuse the governor, and declaied that he knew it 
w^as the intention of the English government to 
treat me well, and that there must be some mis- 
take or misconception, which would be rectified.

“ I Ujen pnblished in the Monitenr, the names pF 
several English ivbo bad violated their parole and 
escaped, before any tErenchman had done the 
,,iiame For it was inbch easier to escape in France 
'than in England, ns Ihe English prisoners jvere 
allowed great liberty, and ninch more space than 
the Erebch were’ m England , But the fact js 
-that yoor^mmisters /bate me, because I^ac^ed 
’vigoronely,- Itnd always Tetabated upon ,^eni 
JVhen they blockaded France, I blockaded Eng- 
land, andtl, always made i reprisals, which they 
had not been accnstomed to under the feeble 
•government of the Bourbons, whom they need to 
inanlt at their pleasure I told him that the Eng 
llshwonld hereafter repent ofi having prosemited 
thei war with so mm h hatred against me. lf,ftey 
had left me in France, after my retnrn from Elba 
uall Enrope weald have been quiet, France con- 
I tented, no- internal commotions, nor hatred against 
o the English fo> forcing on the napon a king whom 
they detested The revolnbonary spirit , which 
• exists mow, against the,, actual government of 
France, may find its way to England, and if so, 
there is no knowing how it may terminate.^, 

“ I told him also,” continued Napoleon,i“ that 
r I had been -ivell pleased at the capture- qf Copen 
a^hagen, because iti made bitter enemies qf the 
oItoe8,t without injunDg me. Em itivTjas not 
('shipsithat I wanted, but naval officers ^anfl sea 
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men who weie all left behind to man my vessels. 

I also informed him, that the capture and robbery 
of the Spanish fiigates pleased me; as it caused 
you to be bated in Spain, where you might have,< 
been and were jDopular before, and besides, was 
unworthy of a great nation. I told him that I did 
not receive money direct from Spain. That Lgot 
bills upon Vera Cruz, wliich certain agents sent by 
circuitous "routes, by Amsterdam, Hamburg, and 
'^dther places, to London, (as I-had no direct com- 
' niuuication). The bills were discounted by mer- 
chants in London; to whom ten per cent, and 
sometimes a premium, was' paid as their reward.'

“ To Malouet, who was mmister to Louis a short 
time ago " replied the emperor, “ My answer to 
this offer was, ‘ Tell Lord Whitworth, that I will 
owe nothing to strangers, or to their interference. 
If the French nation do not, 6 f themselves, create 
roe king, foreign mflnence shall never he employed 
by me to obtain iL The fact is, that yonr minis- 
ters always deceived the people hy false and art 
fnl representations, and are of the opinion ex 
pressed by the great Xord Chatham, that if 
'England acted towards France i with justice' for 
twenty four honrs, she would be mined ’ i \ 

“ The admifal, continued Napoleon, "is very 
Well informed abont the history of the last years, 
18 really an Engbshman, and sticks up for his 
conntryiwhenever he can, but notwithstanding, he 
could not contradict several of the assertions I 
made to him because they were incontrovertible 
facts. He returned ftequently to the proposed 
interticw with the ambassador, which he is most 
desirous should take place. I am convinced, that 
no good would arise from it. I wish," added he, 

" that he should know my sentiments on these 
matters ” i 

I remarked, that perhaps his refusing to see the 
amhassador, might he construed into an insult to 
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the British government, and to the nation, which 
he represented. Napoleon replied, “ It cannot 
admit of such a construction. ’ He is not sent as 
an ambassador to St. Helena. He was ambassa- 
dor to the Emperor of China, and at St. Helena 
can only appear in his private capacity. Conse- 
quently, there is no necessity for his being intro- 
duced by the governor. If he wants to see me, 
let him go to Bertrand, without being accom- 
panied by any of the governor’s people, then we 
will see about it. However, I think it would be 
better for both, that it should not take place For 
if I receive him, I must put on an appearance of 
cheerfulness, and clothe my faceiWith smiles; as 
it is contrary to my custom to receive any person 
otherwise. Then, I must, either be obliged to 
make com plaints to a stranger of the barbarous 
treatment I receive here, which is lessening to the 
dignity and character of a man like me ; or else, I 
must furnish an opportunity to this governor, to 
fill the ambassador’s head with lies, and make 
him observe, that I am so well treated, that I have 
made no complaints, that I want for nothing, that 
for me o?^ a tons les kgards possibles^ and enable 
him to write home a bidletin of falsehoods, with 
an appeal to the ambassador in proof of the truth 
of them.

If 
I had, in retaliation of the assassins sent to murder 
me, sent others to murder and the Bourbon 
pnnceS, what would have been done to the cap- 
tain of the vessel who had landed them in Eng 
land, if he were taken? They would not have 
been so lenient ns I was with WnghL They 
would have had him tned and executed sur h 
dump ” 

•jtj, — Napoleon very particular m cnqnmng 
about Captam Meynell, whose death he observed 
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’^^ould 2:neve him, as he iiad Vnlr d\mhrave homine. 
Had some moie conveisation vitli him relative to 
the pnsoneis made at the roimnencement of the 
war. I said, that I believed he had demanded 
that the ships as well as the piisoners made in 
them, should be given up, in exxhange for those 
detained m France. He replied, that lie did not 
recollect that he had demanded the ships. “The 
only leason,” added he, “ that your government 
would gue as a right for detaining them as pri- 
soners was, that they had always done so m preced- 
ing wars, and that it would be lessening to the 
dignity of the government to give them up, or to 
consider as prisoners of war those who had been 
detained by me in France. To tins, I answered, 
that they had always done so, because they had to 
deal with zmheciles, and people who knew not how 
to act vigoi ously, and wei e afraid to retaliate. As 
to the exchange of prisoners, I offered to effect it 
in the following manner, viz. to send thiee thou- 
sand men, consisting of two thousand Spaniards 
and Portuguese, and one thousand English to a 
certain place, there to be exchanged for three thou- 
sand French, and so on until all were exchanged. 
Your government would not consent to this, but 
required that all the English should be exchanged 
at first; though the others were your allies, and 
were taken fighting, by your side. As soon as 
the French pnsoners in England heard of this 
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proposal, tliey wrote over the strongest letters 
possible, protesting against, and praying me not 
to (consent to such terms, alleguig, that as soon 
as vonr mmisters bad got all the English pri- 
soners, amounbug I believe to ten thousand, 
they would under some pretext break off the ex 
change,* and that they (the French prisoners,) 
who Werei already treated badly enough, would 
then be subjected to every species of brutality 
and lA treatment, as the English would no longer 
be afraid of reprisals 'What I most regret,’ added 
he, and am mo_^ to blame for is, that dnrmg 
my reign, I had not caused the English prisoners 
loi be put on board of pontons, and treated 
exactly as yon -treated mine in England iiln 
deed, 1 had given orders to have it done, and 
to place them in ships m the Scheldt Dhorcs, 
the minister of manne, tliongh he hated you as 
much as a man could do, opposed it on the 
ground of the expense, the difficulty of effect 
ing it, and other reasons There were numbers 
of reports also from your transport board, testi

Afiother'shockingactofyonr ministersy’ said 
Napoleon, “ was the bundlrag (jstf) of some hun 
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dred wounded and disabled - Soldiers who had 
been born in countries under me, and were 
wounded fighting your battles against me, on the 
coast of Holland, where they were liable by -the 
daws of the country to be tried and shot within 
twenty-four hours, for having carried arms against 
it. When it was reported to me, and application 
made to try them, I said, ‘ Let them go on. Let 
them' land as many as they like. They will' tell 
'what treatment they have received, and will pre- 
vent othei^s of my troops from deserting and join- 
ing the English.’ To say nothing of the inhuraa- 
. nity of the practice,” said Napoleon, lifting up 
- his hands with emotion, “ it was very bad policy

Sir Hudson Lowe what Napoleon 
had said relative teethe restrictions, and the com- 
missioners, See. His excellency asked why J had 
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nbt told him this before? Ireplied, becanse it bad 
onlyoccarred yesterday, and that having often 
made him commnmcations of a similar nature be- 
fore, I had not thought it important He observed 
that It wah of great importance, as having taken 
lilace since he had sent his answer to their ohser 
vntions upon his restnchons He then observed 
that the prmcipaf cao^eof adl the dtfficnlhes which 
he had to combat with the French people had 
arisen from Sir George Cockbnm’s having, dp6n ' 
his own aothonty, and beyond his instmctiontr, 
taken ’upon' himself to grant ranch* more mdul 
gencb and a modi greater space for hniits with 
out! being accompanied by a Bntisb officer than 
he had any nght tO' do , not only had he not the 
nght hilt it was contrary to his lustmctions, and 
that on his arrival, he bad been astonished at Sir 
George Gockbom 8 conduct He then spoke fot" 
some time about the letter which had been wntten 
by Madame Bertrand to Marquis Montchenn ,

Asked 
me why I had dined in camp yesterday?” X re- 
plied, “ Because there was nothing to eat at Long- 
wood.” He laughed heartily at this, and observed, 
“ that certainly was the best reason in the world.” 

Afterwards he conversed for. some time about 
Moreau, and said that he was by no means a 
man of that superior talent which the Englisli 
supposed ; , that he was a good generabof division, 
but not adapted for the command of a great army. 
“Moreau was brave,” said he, ‘^indolent, and .a 
bon vivant. He did nothing at his quartier ghieral 
but loll on a sofa, or w^alk about with a pipe in 
his mouth. He scarcely ever read a book. His 
disposition was naturally good, but he was in- 
fluenced by his wife and mother-in-law, who were 
two;iutriguers. . 1 recommended Moreau to iparry 
her at the desire of Josephine, who loved' her be- 
cause she was a creole. Moreau had fallen greatly 
inv public estimation on account of his cotiduct

consequences, lie escaped out of Venice, bnl; on 
his way to Vienna (I think he said) lie was an esled 
on the Brenta by Beruadotte, witli all his papers. 
As soon as it vas known who he was, he was 
sent to me, being esteemed a man of some impor- 
tance. Amongst his papeis we found Ins plans, 
and the conespondence of Pichegru with the 
Bourbons I had tlieni immediately attested by 
Berthier and two others, sealed and sent to the 
diiectory, as they weie of the greatest conse- 
quence. f then examined d’Entraigues myself, 
who, when he saw that the contents of his papers 
were known, thought theie was no use in attempt- 
ing concealment any longer, and confessed eveiy 
thing. He even told me more than 1 could possibly 
have expected ; let me into the secret plans of the 
Bourbons with the names of then English parti- 
zans, and, in fact, the information I obtained from 
him was so full and so important, that it deter- 
mined me how to act on the moment, and was 
the chief cause of the raeasuies I then pin sued 
and of the proclamation which I issued to the 
army, warning them, that, if necessaiy, they would 
be called upon to cross the mountains, and re- 
enter their native country to crush the traitors 
who were plotting against the existence of the re- 
public At this time Pichegru was chief of the le- 
gislative body. The Count d’Entraigues was, so

^ was a man of talent aDd;acat^ness ^intelligent and

“ Jinmediately after the seizuie of d’Entiaigues, 
Desaix came to see me.

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Uoa 'of his native country Ab soon as Mor^h 
wkfl informed tLat Pichcgru was found ont, life 
dfenOuncetl bun to the army ns a traitor, and sent 
to the ‘directory the papers containing; the proofs 
of It, which he had kept concealed in his posses 
Sion for riome montlis, and allowed Pichegru to 
he bhoseu chief of the legislative body, though 
he^knew that he was plotting the destnichon of 
the republic Morean was accused 4his tune, and 
Ayith justice' of 'double treachery ' 'Thou hast 
first,’* 'it was said, betrayed thy conDtry,Jhy con- 
cealing tbh'freason' of PichegTP and afterwards 
thoaf hast uselesyly betrayed thy friend, by dis- 
closing what thou oughtest to'have mode known 
beforC, but which when concCnled by thee nnhl 
itVas discovered hy other means, ought^to haVe 
fever remained a secret lo thy' breast. Morean 
never recovered the esteem of the public again 
troiehiioned the retreat of Morean, and osked 
if he had aoi displayed great military talents m 
it?

Moreau ndiculed the idea of the foimation of 
the legion of honour. When he heard from some 
one that it was also intended to be given to those 
who 'had distinguished themselves in science, and 
. not to be confined to feats of aims alone,^ he re- 
plied, ‘ Well, then, I shall apply for my cook to 
be made a commander of the order, as his talents

The 
Freiich sdldfdrs , Had a great contempt for' the 
English troops atthefbegiuningofthewar, caused. 
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perijaps, by tlie failure of tbe expedibons under

&c , m the English advanced posts nod the mis 
fortunes which betel your armies In this they 
were fools, as the English were well known to he 
a brave nation It vyas probably by a similar 
error, that Regnier yvas beaten by General Stuart, 
as the French imagined that you would run away 
and be dnven mto the sea Regnier was a man' 
of talent, but more fit to give counsel to an army 
of twenty or thirty ithousand men, than to com 
mand one of five or six Your troops, on that 
day, were nearly all Euglish and Regnier’s were 
chiefly Poles It is difficult to conceive how little 
the French soldiers thought of years, until they 
were taught the contrary Of your seamen, they 
always spoke in terms of respect, atOwagh (bey 
would only allow that they were more expert and 
quick, and not more brave than then own ” 

“ When,” contmued Napoleon, “ I was at Tilsit, 
with tbe Emperor Alexander and tbe Krag >of 
Prussia, I was the most ignorant of the three m 
msbtary qffiars These two sovereigns, especially 
the King of Prussia, were completely au fast as 
to the number of buttons there ought to bein front 
of a jacket, how many behind, and the manner in 
which the skirts ouglit-to be cut Not a tailor in 
the army knew better than Rrag Frederic, how 
many measures of cloth it took to make a jacket 
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In fact/’ continued hc» laughm<>:, “ 1 was nobody 
m coinpan‘''on nilh them. They ronlinnally tor- 
nientc'd me witli rincsiions about mnltejs belong- 
ing to tailors of wlnrii J \\as enliuly ignorant, 
though, in cider not to afl'i out (Item, I an‘'\vcrcd 
ju'=:t as giavcls a^ if llie fate of an army depended 
upon the cut of a jacket hen I neat to see 
the Kincr of Prussia, instead of a library, I found 
lie liad a lai^e room, like an •ar'ienal, furinshed 
Tsitb shches ami pegs, in nbicb ^^ere placed 
fifty or sixty jackets of Aanoiw modes. Jil\cry 
day be changed his fasdnon, and put on a dific- 
rent one. He was a tall, dry looking fellow, and 
would gi\e a good idea of Don Qiii.xote. He at- 
tached more impoitance to the cut of a dragoon

always much better, or mnch worse than men 
Witness the tncoteuses de Pans, dnnog the reio- 
Intion When I commanded at the Col de Tende, 
a most monutamons and difficolf country, to enter 
which' the army was obliged to pass over a nnr 
row bndge, 'I had given direcPons that no wo- 
men ehonld be allowed to accompany it, ns the 
service was a most difficnlt one, and reqoired the 
troops to be conbniially on the alert To inforco 
this order, I placed two captains on the bndge, 
witli instructions, on pain of death not to permit 
a woman to pass 1 went to the bndge myself, 
to see that my orders were complied with, where 
1 found a crowd of women aasemblw As soon ’ 
ns 'they perceired me, they began to revile wCr 
bawling onl,’ ‘ Ob, then, petti caporal, it is yon 
who hare given orders not to let ns pass ’ 1 was 
then called petit caporal by the army Some ^ 
milts further on, I was astonished to sec a consi 
derable number of women with the troops I 
immediately ordered the two captains to he put in ' 
arrest, and brought before me, intending to have ^ 
tbhm'tned immediately They protested their

innocence, and asserted, that no woman ‘ had 
crossed the bridge. I caused Eome of those 
dames (:o be brought, when, to my astonishment, 
by their own confession, I found that they had 
thrown the provisions that had been provided 
for the support' of the army out of some of the 
casks, concealed themselves in them, and passed 
over nnperceived.” 

Napoleon observed, that he did not esteem the 
English cavalry to be by any means equal to 
the infantry. The men, by some fault, were not 
able to stop the horses, and were liable to be 
cut to pieces, if, m the act of charging, it became 
necessary to halt and retreat. That the horses 
were accustomed to be fed too luxuriously, kept 
too warm, and from what he had learned, gieatly 
neglected by the riders. 

I offered some explanations about the quantity 
of baggage allowed by Lord Wellington ; which I 
said did not exceed a small portmanteau for each 
officer; that only five women to a hundred men, 
were allowed to embark for foreign service; and 
that new regulations had been adopted to prevent 
the horses of the cavalry from being kept too 
warm, or too highly pampered Napoleon re- 
plied, that he had been wfoimed by French offi- 
cers, that the baggage of one English officer in 
France, or in Belgium, was greater than that of 
ten French.

nve ainongsLthem a set of vain tnflers, who had 
been expelled their own country for their arro- 
gance and tyranny "This idea,” added Napo- 
leon, “ was impressed so strongly upon the minds 
of the English, that irben I sent Duroc ns ambas- 
sador to Petersburg Lord St Helens, the Liiglish 
envoy there, being ciinous to see what he "tis like 
took an opportunitj of observing him i losely on 
his entrance into that capital , and on being ntler 
wards asked his opinion of him, replied, ‘ Mafo%, 
au moms tl napas Tistr danseitr,’ expressing there- 
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by that Duroc ^\as tlie only Frenchman he had 
seen who had not the appearance of a dancing- 
master; which I can readily believe, as probably 
until that time he had seen no othci Fienchmeii 
than imbeciles like Montclienu, with whom Eng- 
land was ovferrun. Viamoii cest irop fort, Ten- . 
voyer vne idle hbte id, to a settlement of a nval 
nation, in order to render his own an object of 
contempt, and confirm the English in their old 
prejudices. Does not Montchenu,” said lie, “ an- 
swer the idea you formerly entertained of the 
French nation^” 

Aftei leaving the bath, Napoleon spoke about 
Russia, and said, that the Eui opean nations would 
yet find that he had adopted the best possible 
policy at the time he had intended to re-establish 
^ the kingdom of Poland, which wmuld be the only 
effectual means of stopping the increasing power 
of Russia. It was putting a hairier, a dyke to 
that formidable empire, w'hich it was likely woul^d 
yet overwhelm Europe 1 do not think,” said he, 

‘‘ that I shall live to see it, but you may. You 
are in the flower of your age, and may expect to 
live thirty-five years longer. I think that you will 
see that the Russians wdll either invade and take 
India, or enter Europe with four hundred thou- 
sand Gossacs and other inhabitants of the deserts, 
and two hundred thousand real Russians. When 
Paul so violent against you, he sent to me for 
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a plan to invade India. I sent him one, vyith in- 
strnctions in detail ” (Here Napoleon aheiyed 
me on a map the rootea, and the different points 
from irheuce the army was to have proceeded ) 

“ From a port in the Caspian Sea he was to have 
marehed on to India Hnssia," contmued he,

I “ A great object for England ’ added Napoleon, 

‘J ought to be to keep Belgium always separate 
from Franca , as France having Belginui might be 
said m case of a war with England, to Jiave pos- 
session of Hambuigb, &c It would, jhowever 
have been better for England that Austria had it, 
than that it should be possessed by Holland, be- 
cause Austria is stronger, and when France arises 
from her present state of nothingness, Holland 
being too weak to stand ulone, will always be at 
her feet.” ‘ 

“ If I had snereeded m my expedibon to Rus- 
sia," added he, “I would have obliged Alexander 
to accede to the continental system against Eng 
land, and thereby have compelled the latter to 
make peace. I would also have formed Poland 
into a separate and mdependeut kingdom ^ I 
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askeS what kind of a peace he would have given 
to us. “ A very good one,” replied Napoleon. 
“ I would only have insisted upon your disconti- 
nuing your vexations at sea.” I asked if he would 
have left us Malta; to which lie replied m the af- 
firmative, adding, that he was tired of war, and 
vas as well adapted for the former as the latter; 
that he would have employed himself in the im- 
proving and adorning of France, in the education 
of his son, and in writing his history. “At least,” 
said he, “ the allied powers cannot take from me 
hereafter the great public works which 1 have ex- 
ecuted, the roads which E made over the Alps, and 
the seas which I have united. They cannot place 
thhir feet to improve where mine have not been 
before They cannot take from me the code of 
laws which I formed, and which will go down to 
the latest posterity. Thank God, of these they 
cannot deprive me.” 

I said that I had been seeking for the numbei 
of ships which had been seized by the English 
pnor to the proclamation issued by' him for the 
detention of the English in France, and could 
only discover that two chasse marges had been 
taken in Quiberon Bay. “ Two chasse marges ?<’* 
said Napoleon, “ why thei e was property to the 
amount of seventy millions, and I suppose ,above^ 
two hundred ships detained, before I: issued the 
proclamation. But it is what England has ul- 
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rmys done. In the -irar of 1773 yon'did 'the 
eame, nnd yon' gave as a reason, that yon had ah 
Tvays done so .The great caose of dispute bel 
tween yon and ns was, that I would not allotr 
yon to do what yon liked at sea, or at least, if 'so, 
that I would act as it pleased me by land Jn sboid, 
1 did not wish to receire laws from yon, but ra 
ther to give them Perhaps in this I poshed mat 
ters too far Man is liable to err When you 
blockaded France, I blockaded England , nnd it 
was not a paper' blockade as 1 obliged yon to 
send yonr merchandiEe round by the Baltic/ and 
occupy a little island in the North Sea, in order 
to smuggle. You said that yon would shut me 
out from the seas, and I said that I would shut 
you ont from the land Yon succeeded, but 
had It not been for accidents, yon would not. 
Your country is nothing tlie better for it, through 
the imbecility of your ministers, who have aggran- 
diied Russia instead of tbeir native country ” 

I asked Napoleon again, ns I was ansions to 
pnt the matter beyond a doubt, whether, if Tnl 
leyrand had delivered the Rue dEugliiens letter 
in time to him, be would hnve pardoned the 
writer? He replied, “It is probable that I might, 
for innt he made an offer of bis services , besides, 
Le.was the best of the fiimily He behaved very 
bravdy and with much dignity before the court 
martial, and defried 'nothmg It is true UiW'r'ns 
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TTcI! as llie nation, ^^aa very dc'^irons of making 
an example of one of tlie Annily ; that was against 
him; hut still I tliink that I would have pardoned

“ Pichegru,” said he, “had fallen into gieat con- 
tempt, and was not likely to do me much mischief.

“ If,” said he, “ Loid Casllercngh were to ofler 
to place me again upon the tin one of France on 
the same conditions that Louis fills it, I would 
prefer remaining where I am. TJiere is no man 
more to be pitied than Louis. He is forced upon 
the nation as king, and instead of being allowed 
to ingratiate himself with the people, the allies 
oblige him to have recourse to measures which 
must increase their hatred instead of conciliating 
their affections. Royalty is degraded by the steps 
they have made him adopt.

land itself. In place of making him lespectable, 
on Va convert d^ordure^ . > 

“ The French nation,” continued he, “ would 
never willingly consent to receive the Bourbons 
as kings, because the allies wish it. They would 
desire me, because the allies do not ; but putting 
rae'o'ut of the question, the French are desirous to 
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see the throne fij/ed by one chosen by themselves, 
and for whom no enemies or foreign powers bad 
interfered Ask yoorselves, you Englishmen, 
what Tonr sentiments woold be w a similar case? 
The wish of your ministers to re-estnblish despotic 
powdrand superstition in France, cannot be agree 
able to the English A free people, unless indeed 
a desire'to bamble and to injure prerads, cannot 
wish to see another nation Aislaved 111 treated 
as I have been, and deprived of every thing dear 
to me, ' added he, “ I prefer my sojourn on this 
execrable rock, to be seated on the throne of 
France like Louis as I know that posterity will 
do me justice. Another year or two will prob- 
ably finish my career in this world but what 
I have done will never perish. Twelve hundred 
years hence, my name will be mentioned with re 
spect, while those of my oppressors will be an 
known, or only known by being loaded with in 
lamy and opprobnnm ’ - 

" I am inclmed, continned Napoleon, " to 
doubt very much what has been said of Crom- 
xvcll It has been asserted that he always wore 
armour, and continually changed bis abode, 
through fear of assassination Now both these 
assertions have been made of me, and both 1 know 
to be false, as were most likely those imputing the 
same to him 

"The conduct of your government m attempting 
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lo put down liberty, and enslave the English, sur- 
prises me,"’ continued Napoleon; “ For Russia, 
Prussia, and Austria to do so, I wonder not, as 
they do not meiit tlie name of liberal, or of free 
nations. In them, the will of the sovereign was 
always law, the slaves must obey ; but tliat Eng- 
land should do so, surprises me; unless, as I 
said to you on a former occasion, political mcf- 
tives, jealousy, and a wish to humble and lessen 
those who have enriched themselves by tiade, pre- 
vail with youi prince, and amongst your olig- 
archy.”

It 
was in fact an embassy to China from the tea-mer- 
chants m England, and therefore advantages miglit 
with great honour be purchased. Besides, when 
you send ambassadors to those barbarians,' you 
must humour them and comply with then cus- 
toms. They do not seek you. They never have 
sent ambassadors in return for yours, nor asked 
you to send any Now great commeicial advan- 
tages may be lost to England, and perhaps a war 
with China be the consequence. If I were an 
Englishman, I should esteem the man who ad- 
vised a war with China to be the greatest enemy 
to my country in existence. You would in the 
end be beaten, aud perhaps a revolution m India 
would follow.” 

“ In the course of a few years,” added he, 
‘‘ Russia will have Constantinople, the greatest 
part of Turkey, and all Greece. This I hold to 
be as certain as if it had already taken place. Al- 
most all the cajoling and flattering which Alexan- 
der practised towards me was to gam my consent 
to effect this obj'ect I w^ould not consent, fore- 
seeing that the equilibrium of Europe would be 
destroyed. In the natural course of things, m a 
few years Turkey must fall to Russia. The 
greatest part of her population are Greeks, who 
you may say are Russians. The powers it would 
injure, and who could oppose it, are England, 
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PrtDce, Pruesia' ana Aiistna, Now jis 'lo'Ans- 
Ina, It will be very easy fonUbasia to engage her 
assistance by giving her Serna,,, and -efiier pro- 
vinces bordering ,npon the A'nstnan dominions 
reaching near to Constantinople. The only by 
pothesis i that France andfFngland may ever be 
allied with sincerity, wdl'be in order to prevent 
..this Bat even this .alliance'^ would not avail, 
France, Fngland, and Prossia nnited cannot pre- 
ventit Russia and AuStna cannt hny time effect 
iL' Ones mistress of Constantinople, Russia gSta 
all the commerce of the 'Mediterranean , becomes 
a great naval power, and God '‘knows what 'may 
happen She quarrels with you’ marches off to 
India an army of seventy thousand good soldiers, 
which to Rnssia is nothmg, and a hundred thou 
sand caHaSle! Cossacs and others and JEngland 
loseA Jndih Above all the other powera, Russia 
is'the most to'be feared, especially by you Her 
soldiers are braver than the Austrians, and she has 
the means of raismg as many as sjie plea.'ies In 
bravery, the French and Fnglish soldiers ore the 
only ones to be compared to them All this I 
foresaw I 'see into futurity farther thad others, 
and I wanted to estoblisb.a bomer against those 
barbarians by re-estabhsbmg the kingdom of Po- 
“land and putting Pomatowski at the head of it as 
kmg, but yourim MciZes of ministers would not con- 
sent. A hundred years hence, I shall bo praised 
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(enGCusS)^ and JEuroj)c, especially England, will la- 
ment that I did not succeed. When they see the 
finest countnes in Europe oveirun and a piey to 
those northeiu barbanans, they will sa}^ ^ Napo- 
leon was right.' The Russians are beginning al- 
leady with you ; I see that they have prohibited 
the intioduction of your ineichandizc. . England 
IS falling. Even Prussia prohibits your goods. 
What a change for England ! Under the great 
Chatham, yon forbade the most poweiful sove- 
reign in Euiope, the Emperor of Germany, to na- 
vigate the Escaut, or to establish an extensive 
commerce at Ostend, this was barbarous and 
unjust, but still you had the power to prevent 
it because it was against the interests of England. 
Now Prussia shuts her ports against you. What 
d falling off! In my opinion the only thing which 
can save England will be abstaining from med- 
dling in continental, affairs, and by withdrawing 
her army from the continent. Then you ,may in- 
sist upon whatever is necessary to your interests, 
without fear of reprisals being made upon your 
army. You are, superior in maiitime force to all 
the world united ; and while you confine yourself 
to that arm, you will always be powerful, and be 
dreaded. -You have the great advantage of de- 
claring war when you like, and of carrying it on 
at a distance from your home. By means of your 
fleets you can menace an attack upon the coasts 
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of those powers who disagree with yon, aiidjoter-- 
mpt their'comnierce without their being able miH 
lenally to retaliate your present mode of 
proceeding, von forfeit all those advantages Tonr 
most powerful arm is given op, and yon send an 
army to the continent where you are anfenor to 
Bavaria in that species of force Yon put me in 
mind of Francis the First, who bad a formidable 
and beautiful artillery at the battle of Pnviai Buti 
he placed hia cavalry before it, and thus masted 
the battery which, could it have fired would have 
insured him the victory He was beaten, lost, 
every thing, and made prisoner So it is with' 
von You forsake yonr ships ifhicb may be 
compared to Francis s batteries, and throw forty 
thousand men on the continent, which Prussia, or 
anv other power who chooses to prohibit your 
manutaclures will fall upon and cut to pieces, 
if you menace or mate reprisals 
l“ So silly a treaty as that made by yonr mims- 
ters for their own country,” continued the empe- 
ror “ was inever known before You give up 
every thing , and 'gam nothmg All the other 
powers gained acquisihons of country and mil 
lions of souls, but you gfie up colonies For ex 
ample, you give up the isle of Bourbon to the 
French A more impolitic net yon could not 
have committed Yon ought to endeSronr to 
mate the French forget the way to India, and all 
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Indian policy, instead of placing them half way 
there. Why did you give up Java? Why Suri- 
nam, or Mai timque, or the other French colo- 
nies^ To avoid doing so you had nothing more 
to say than that you would retain them for the five 
yeais the allied powers weie to remam m France. 
Why not demand Hamburg for Hanover Then 
you would have an entrepdt for your manufactures 
In tieaties, an ambassador ought to take advantage 
of every thing for the benefit of his own country.” 

Napoleon then said, that if I were asked any 
questions by the ambassador about a reception at 
Longwood, I should say, that he (Napoleon) was 
not on good tei ms with the governor, and could 
not think of receiving him with that person That 
if he weredesiiOus of being introduced, he would 
receive him presented by Count Beitiand or by 
the admiral “ I have no doubt,” added he, “ that 
this governor will tell him that I am very much 
dissatisfied with him for doing his duty, and that 
I am sulky That having been so long used to 
command myself,, I have not philosophy enough 
to bear lestraint. ...That T have been treated very 
well, and have made a very bad return for it. If 
the ambassador asks you, you may say that I 
have my own way of receiving persons who wish 
to be introduced to me. That I do not wish to 
affront him, far from it, but that T cannot see the 
governor.”

He then spoke at length about the state of 
England, observed, that it was necessary not to 
yield too much to the people, or-to allow them to 
think that it were conceded through fear That 
perhaps the suspension of the habeas corpus act, 
might; for a short time,- be a proper step, as 'weH 
aS' an army kept up to intimidate the canaille. 

But,” said he, “ I consider these to.be only topi- 
cal applications, which if used without general re- 
medies, that should act upon the constitutional 
disease, might prove repellent and dangerous, by 
driving the complaint to nobler parts England 
may be likened unto a patient requiring to have 
his system changed by a course of mercury. The 
only radical remedy is that which will affect the 
constitution, that is to say, relieve the misery 
which exists.

lehley been ambassadors, 'I am convinced that 
the interests 'of England would have been con 
suited What would those Englishmen, who 
lived one hundred years ago,' say, if thej eoold 
nse frohi their grades, be'mtbmied of yonr glon 
ona successes, ' cast their eyes upon England 
witness her distress and be informed, that in' the 
treaty of peace not a single article 'for the benefit 
of England had been stipulated' that, on the con 
trary, yon had given up conquests and commer 
cial rights necessary* to yonr existence. When 
Anstna gmned tenmllhons of inhabitants, Bnssn 
eight, Prussia ten Holland, Bavann, Sardinia 
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and every other power, obtained an increase of 
temtory, why not England ? who was the mam 
organ of all the success. Instead of establishing 
a number of independent maritime states, such as 
Hamburg, Stralsuiid, Dantzic, Genoa, to serve 
as eiitrepdts, for youi manufactuies, with condi-^ 
tions, either , secret or otherwise, favoui able to 
your commerce, you have basely given up Genoa 
to the King of Sardinia, and united Belgium ito 
Holland You, have, rendeied yourselves hated 
by the Italians and Belgians, and have done ir- 
reparable injury to your trade For, although 
it is a great point for you, that Belgium should be 
separated from France, it is a serious disadvan- 
tage to you that she should be united to Hol- 
land. Holland has no manufactories, and conse- 
quently would have become a dep6t for yours, 
from whence a prodigious influx would, be kept' 
up in the continent. Now, however; that Bel- 
gium has been made a part of Holland , this last

pendent of, this, m case of any future war with 
France, ,Hol land must j’oin the latter thiough fear 
of losing the provinces of Belgium. ’ People ab 
ways consider. the danger that is most imminent. 
They ,^vill reason thus : , ‘ If we declare . against 
France, we lose, directly^rBelgium and our manu- 
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factures, if against England what can she do? 
Blockade onr ports, and effect disembarkations 
We shall still hare the commerce of the continent, 
and shall hare time eoongh to prepare onrselres 
We ronst, therefore, declare for France. Xt would, 
have been mnch better that you should have given 
It to Austria, or why not have made it an indepen- 
dent conntry, and placed an English prince as so- 
vereign? Now let ns see the-stateyon arenctnally 
in You are nearlyaseffectoally shut out from the 
continent, as when 1 reigned and promulgated the 
continental system I ask yon what peace die 
tated by me, supposing that 1 had been victorious, 
conld have been worse in its effects for England, 
than the one made by Lord Castlereagh, when, 
she was i tnnmphant The hatred which yonr 
ministers bear to me has precipitated them into 
an abyss You recollect 1 told yon some tune 
ago, that I thought it bad policy to leave the 
English troops in France, and make Lord Wei 
lington commaader in*chief You now see the 
effect of iL Prussia demes entrance to your mer 
chandize. What can yon do? Yon’ can neither 
attempt to intimidate, or proceed to extremities 
as Prussia could fall upon Lord Wellington and 
his forty thousand men While you retain your 
troops on the continent, you will never bo indo- 
pendenL Had you, after tlie grand blow ivas 
given, when I was disposed ol^ withdrawn \ouc 
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troops from the continent, you would have been 
independent; you would not have diawn down 
the hatred and jealousy of the continental powers, 
especially at seeing Lord Wellington comman- 
der-in-chief, aud they never would have dared 
to shut their ports against you. You could then 
have sent your ships, blockaded their ports, aud 
have declared, ‘ if you do not permit my merchan- 
dize to enter, no other shall either go in or come' 
out.’ They would soon have listened to reason. 
— N^otv, your hands are tied ; your meddling m 
continental affairs, -and trying to make yourselves 
a great military power, instead of attending to the 
sea and commerce, will yet be youi ruin as a na- 
tion.

Napoleon replied, “ In some respects it is true. 
l_estabhshed a few prisons, but they were for cer- 
tain persons who were under sentence of death ; 
as I did not like to have the capital punish- 
ment executed, and could not send them to a 
Botany Bay, as you were masters of the sea and 
would have released them, 1 was obliged to keep 
them in prisons.” 

“ There were,” continued he' “ some Vendean 
chiefs, Chouans, and others, who had been arrested 
for rebelUon and other ciimes, to whom the

choice was given, either to be tried, or to remain 
m piison as long as the government might think 
it necessaiy for the safety of the state. Those 
gaols were inspected twice a year by a committee 
composed of a councillor of state, and two judges;^ 
who each time offered the prisoners the choice of 
continuing m prison as they were, or of being 
brought to trial ; but they always preferred the 
former. They were allowed three francs a day 
for their subsistence. No abuses,” continued he, 

“ were known to be committed in the prisons;

tlie scantiness of the allowance had been frequent 
ly reported to him by the orderly officer, by the 
purveyor by myself, and also by the niaitre 
dhfitcl Sir Hudson Lowe persisted (hat (ho 
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cjuantitics had been specified by Count Montbo- 
lon, and sent for iMajor Gorreqiicr to pro\e tlie 
coirectness of Jiis assertion. Major Gorrequer, 
however, did notsuppoit Ins excellency; as he de- 
clared that the quantity of the wine only had been 
fixed by the count, and that of tlic icmainnig 
articles by a scale framed by oidcrs of his excel- 
lency himself. Notwithstanding a little confusion 
pioduced by this, Sir Hudson Lowe persisted in 
asserting that he was ignoiant of the insufiiciency 
of the allowance of piovisions; upon which I 
thought It necessaiy to enumerate the days on 
which representations to that efiect had been made 
to him by me, by Mi. Balcombe, and by the 
maitie d’hotel; and also observed, that the assist- 
ance rendered by Sir Thomas Reade twice a 
week in procuring divers ai’ticles of eatables for 
Longwood, for winch payment had been fre- 
quently made in bis pie'^ence by Cipriam, could 
not have left Sir Thomas in ignorance respecting 
the wants of the Fj’ench. The governor sneer- 
ingly observed, “ it appeared that I should be the 
best witness those people could call.'’

Shortly afterwards 1 met Capt. Balston, of the 
Hon. Company’s sea-service, \vho reminded me of 
our former acquaintance By him I ti'as informed 
that a gentleman had arrived from China, with a 
letter of introduction to me from Mr. Urmston, of 
Macao, with whom I had been on terms of inti- 
macy. On seeing the’ gentleman afterwards, I 
found that his name was Manning, and that he was 
the person of whom I was in search He wore a 
long black beard, and had travelled through the 
kingdom of Thibet as far as tlie frontiers of China.

deserve it, ‘^true,” “partly true,” “false,” “stuff,”

I replied, that I bad not seen 
the book, but bad been infoiined by Sir Thomas 
Reade that be spoke ill of bun. “ Ob,” said he, 
laughing;, “ that is notliing; I am Avell accustomed 
to it. But TV’bat does be say?” I answered, it 
was asserted that Murat bad imputed the loss of 
the battle of Waterloo to the cavalry not having 
been properly employed, and bad said, that if be 
(Murat) bad commanded them, the French would 
have gamed the victory. “ It is very probable,” 
replied Napoleon, “ I could not be every where; 
and Murat was the best cavalry officer in the 
wmild. He would have given more impetuosity 
to the charge. There wanted but veiy little, I 
assure you, to gain , the day for me. Enf oncer 
' deux oil trois haiaillons, and in all probability 
Murat would have effected that. Tbeie were not I 
‘ ' believe two such officers in the world as Murat for 
the cavalry, and Drouot for the artillery. Murat 
was a most singular character. Four and twenty 
;jears ago, when he was a captain, I made him my 
aid-de-camp, and subsequently raised him to be 
.what he was. He loved, I may lather say, adored 
me In my presence he was as it were struck 
with awe, and ready to fall at my feet I acted 
w'rong m having separated him fiom me, as with- 
out me, he was nothing. With me, he was my 
right arm. Order Murat to attack. and destroy 
Tour or five thousand men in such a direction, it 
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■was done in a moment, bnt Ifiave him to himself 
he Was an imbicile withont jndgment I cannot 
conceive how So brave a man conid be so Idche 
He was no where brave unless before the enemy 
There he was probably the bravest man in the 
world. His hoihng conrage earned him into the 
midst of the enemy convert de pennes jusquau 
clocher, and glittenng with gold How he escaped 
IS a miracle being as he was always h diStin 
guished mark, and fired at by every body JEvea 
the Cossacs admired him on account of his eifra 
( dinary bravery Every day Morat was engaged 
lu smgle combat with some of them, and never re-" 
tnrned withont his sabre dropping with the blood 
of those whom be bad slam He was a paladine 
in fact a Don Qnixotd in the field , bnt take^him 
into the cabinet, be was a poltroon without judg- 
ment or decision Marat and Ney were thb brnicat 
men I ever witnessed Mnrat, however, woi d' 
much nobler character than Ney Murat was ' 
generons and open, Ney partook of the canatUe 
Strange to say, however, Murat, though he loved ' 
me, did me more mischief than any other pei4on 
in the world tVhen I left Elba, I sent a messen ‘ 
ger to acqumnt hnn with what 1 had done Im- 
mediately he must attack the Austrians The 
messenger went upon his knees io jirevcnt him , 
bnt in vain He thought me already master of 
France, Belgiom, and Holland, and that he must 
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make his peace, and not adhere to demt'mesures. 
Like a madman, he attacked the Austrians with 
his canaille^ and ruined me. For at that time 
there was a negociation going on between Austria 
and me, stipulating that the former should remain, 
neuter, Tt^hich would have been finally concluded, 
and I should have reigned undisturbed. But as 
soon as Murat, attacked the Austrians, the em- 
peror immediately conceived that he was acting 
by my directions, and indeed it will be difficult 
to make posterity believe to the contrary. Met-

ternich said, ‘ Ob, the Emperor Napoleon is the 
same as ever. A man of iron. The trip to Elba 
has not changed him. Nothing will ever alter 
him : all or nothing for him ’ Austria joined the 
coalition, and I was lost. Murat was unconscious 
that my conduct was regulated by circumstances 
and adapted to them. He was like a man gazing 
at the scenes shifting at the opera, without ever 
thinking of ^the machinery behind, by which the 
whole is moved. He never however thought that 

his secession in the first instance would have been

so injurious to me, oi he would not have joined 
the allies. ' He concluded that I should be obliged 
to, give up Italy and some othei countiies, but 
never contemplated my total ruin.”

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disturbed, and appeared to attribute great merit to 
himself for ])aving offered to send up those things, 
because (hey bad not passed through llie hands of 
the secietary of state, and surprised that Bertrand 
■was not abounding in thanks to him for his great 
goodness. I do not know wlial he meant by 
saying that a hundred guineas was too much for 
the statue, or if he intended it as an insult, or as a 
reflection upon' us. Surely no sum could be too 
much for a father to pay under similar circum- 
stances. But this man has no feeling.” 

Napoleon then asked me if I knew any Ihing 
about the statue? I replied, that 1 had heard of 
it some days before. “ Why did you not tell me ?” 
asked the emperor. 1 felt a little confused, and 
answered, that I expected the governor would 
have sent it up. Napoleon said, “ I have known 
ofdt’for several days. I intended, if'ithadnot 
befeff given, to have made such a complaint as 
would have caused every Englishman's hair to 
stand on end with horror (alzare i capelli ). I would 
bave told a tale which would baVe made the 
mothers of England execrate him as a monster 
in, human shape I have been informed that he 
has been deliberating about it, and also that his 
prime minister Reade ordered it to be broken. I

She had frequently little disputes 
with Dehon, and even with myself, as she wanted 
to procure fine statues and pictures for her own 
gallery, instead of the museum. Now, I always 
acted to please the people ; and whenever I ob- 
tained a fine statue,’ or a valuable picture, I sent it 
there for the benefit of the nation. Josephine was 
grace personified (la grazia in pei sona ) Every 
thing she did was with a peculiar grace- and deli- 
cacy. I never saw her act inelegantly during the 
whole time we lived together. She had grace 
even- en se couchant.

“ When the pope was in France,” added Na-, 
poleon, “ I allotted him a most superb palace, 
elegantly furnished at Fontainbleau, and one hun- ^ 
dred thousand crowns a month for his expenses. 
— Fifteen carriages were kept for liimself and 
the cardinals, though he never went out. He was 
a good man, but a fanatic He was greatly an- 
noyed by the^ libels which had been published, 
containing assertions of my having, ill ti’eated him, 
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and contradicted thetn pnbbcly, atatiDffjilliatiei'

Napoleon did notieat 
anyithmg until eight o clock in the/ereniog 'f 
Some time rafter the bust nmved i Napoleon 
sent for me. iilt was placed on the mantel piece 
m the drawing room “Look at that,'^ saidiNa 
jwleon, ■ “ look at that image Barbarous and 
atrocious most the man be iwho would break 
snch an image as that, Lesteem the mao capable 
of executing, or ofiordenng itjitobeworso than 
him who admmisters poisob to another ,Por the 
latter has some object to gain but the former is 
instigated by nothing but the blackest! atrocity, 
(tatrocith la ptu nera) and is capable of commit 
ting any cnrae. That countenance iwonld melt 
the heart of the most ferocious wild beast. The 
man who gave orders to break thatimag^ would 
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plunge a knife into tlie heart of the original, if it 
were in bis power.’ ^ He gazed on the statue for 
several niinutes with great satisfaction and de- 
light ; his face covered with smiles, and strongly 
expressive of paternal love, and of the pride which 
he felt in being the father of so lovely a boy. I 
watched Ill's countenance narrowly, which I had 
an excellent opportunity of doing while he was 
contemplating attentively the beautiful, though in- 
animate features sculptured on the raaible. No 
person who had witnessed this scene, could deny 
that Napoleon was animated by the tender affec- 
tions of a father. 

Napoleon afterwards vented his feelings about 
the alleged order for the destruction of the bust. 
When I endeavoured to leason upon the uncer- 
tainty of the fact, and that it assuredly had not 
been given by the governor, he interrupted me 
by saying, “that it was in vain to attempt to 
^eny a known fact. The statue to me,” continued 
“ he, was worth a million, though this governor 
contemptuously said that a hundred pounds was 
a great price for it.”

every difficulty. Had the French nation guessed 
at the intentions of the allies, or that they would 
hnve acted as they have dbne since, they would 
have rallied round me. But they were overreached 
like the lambs in the fable, when the wolves de- 
clared they only waged war against the dogs; but 
the dogs once removed, they fell upon and de- 
voured the lambs.” 

“ There is a , great difference of opinion,” conti- 
nued the emperor, “ as to what I ought to have 
done. Many were of opinion that I ought to have 
fought to the last. ' ^ Others said, that fortune had 
abandoned me, that Waterloo had closed my 
career of arms for ever. . My own opinion is, that 
I ought to have died at Waterloo ;‘perlmpS a little 
earlier Had I died at Moscow, I should proba- 
bly have' had the reputation of the greatest con- 
queror ever known. But the smiles of fortune were 
at an eud. ‘ I experienced little but reverses after- 
wards; hitherto 1 hiad been nnconquered.'

Napoleon obserred, that the ciTilitiea of the go- 
vernor were those of a gaOler When he came to 
Bertrand s with the ambassador,” said he, ‘ he 
merely introdnced him as Lord Amherst, and 
then, without sitting down or conversing for a 
moment like a gentleman, turned about and look 
his leave, like a gaoler or a turnkey who points 
out his prisoners to visitors, then turns the key, 
and leaves them together Having come up with 
Lord Amherst, ho ought to have remained for a 
quarter of an hour and tJien left them ” 

Jufy 3rd — Admual Wampiu, who arrived two 
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or three daj^s ago in the Conqueror, came to Long- 
wood with Captain Davie (his flag captain), and 
his secretary, Mr Ellrot , They wet e introduced 
to Napoleon by Sir Piiltney Malcolm. 

Saw Napoleon afterwards, who remarked the 
singular difference of appearance between vSir 
Fultney Malcolm and his successoi. “ Few men,” 
said he, “ have so prepossessing an exterior and 
manner as Malcolm ; but the other reminds me 
of one of those di unken little Dutch schippers 
that 1 have seen m Holland, sitting at a table with 
a pipe in his mouth, a cheese, and a bottle of ge- 
neva before him.” 

On my return from town, dined with the em- 
peroi Ute-h-Uie in his writing-room. He was in 
very good humour. Spoke about Sir Fultney and 
Lady Malcolm ; asked if I had seen the hew admi- 
ral; made some remarks on the late attacks made 
on the validity of his title to the croivn. “ By the 
doctrines put forth by your goveinmeut writers,” 
said he, “ upon the subject of legitimacy, every 
throne in Europe would be shaken from its foun- 
dation. If I was not a legitimate sovereign, Wil- 
liam the Third was an usurper of the throne of 
England, as he. was brought in chiefly by the aid 
of foreign bayonets. George the First was placed 
on the throne by a faction, composed of a few 
nobles ; I was called to that of Fiance by the imtes 
of nearly four millions of Frenchmen. In fact,

The dmner was served on a little round table 
The emperor sat on the sofa, and I on a chair op- 
posite I was very hnngry, and did great justice 
to what was presented to me. 'IVapoleon said that 
he should like to see me drunk, and ordered Mar- 
chand to bring a bottle of champaign, tof which 
he took one glass himself and made me finish the 
rest, calling oat in English several times, “Dot 
tor, drmK, dnni, 

4f/i — Sir Faltney and Lady Malcolm sailed 
for England in the Newcastle frigate 

Having mislaid some sheets of my journal I 
have been under the necessity of chiefly trusting 
to my recollection for the following details The 
manner m which Captain Lamb had related the 
history of the bust, had, instead of dissipating the 
suspicions at Lofigwood, rather convmced them 
that some such proposal or insinuatiou had been 
made This was confirmed by the visit at Long 
wood of two of the captains of the lately ainved 
store-ships, both of whom saw Napoleon in the 
garden One, whose name it is not now necespary 
to mention, assured Napoleon himselti and other 
residents of Longwood, that he had heard Cap- 
tain Lamb say that some msmuabons had been 
made to him purporting that the bust should be 
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thrown overboard, the gunner w]io bi ought it con- 
fined to his sl)ip, and notliing more said of the 
matter. Previous to this, J succeeded in ^per- 
suading Napoleon that the charge against Sir 
Thomas Reade was unfounded, and even obtained 
bis permission to communicate Ins sentiments on 
the subject to'that oflicer.- The aflTair v as buzzed 
about the island, and gained considerable credit. 

It was reported that the bust' m question had ' 
been executed at Leghorn by orders of the em- 
press Marie Louise, and that she had sent it to her 
husband by the gunner,' as a silent though con- 
vincing pi oof that her affections were unchanged, 
Napoleon, who was extremely paitial to the em- 
press, was inclined to believe this supposition, 
which in itself was veiy probable, and made him 
very anxious to ascertain the truth. To accom- 
plish this object, he directed Count Bertrand to 
apply for .permission to be granted to the gunner 
to^come to Long wood. After some delays and 
assertions that the man was sick, during which 
tiine he was.examuied on oath at PJantation House 
and minutely searched, it was signified to Bertrand 
that leave was granted to him to go to Longwood. 
A few minutes after his arrival at Count Bertrand’s, 
and while speaking to the Countess, Captain Pop- 
pleton was sent into the room by the goveinor, 

' With orders not to allow him to speak to any of 
the Trench, unless in his presence. This proceed-

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ing, combined witb the disingennons manner in 
irhicb it was execnted, was considered as an m 
suit, and the gnnner was immediately directed to 
withdraw 

Two or three days after Lord Amherst’s amval, 
1 had the hononr of dimng in company with him 
at Plantation Honsa As 1 have lost the notes 
which I made on that occasion, I shall merely 
state, to the best of my recollection, the purport 
of what I bad the hononr of explainmg to his 
lordship, VIZ “ that I conceived myself bound to 
inform him, that if he went to Longwood with a 
view of seeing Napoleon, accompanied by the 
governor or by any of his staff he would certainly 
meet with a refusal , which, though far from the 
inteution of Napoleon, might by» others bo con 
strued into an msulL That considered in any 
way, it was a circumstance desirable to be avoided 
That if his lordship came up with only his own 
staff, I had little doubt but that he would be re- 
ceived provided Napoleon should be sufficiently 
recovered from a swelling m his cheek, with which 
he was then ofihcted ” 

His lordship was pleased to thank me for the 
suggestion 

At the end of June, or b^nmng of Jhly, Count 
Bertrand waited upon Lord Amherst, and la 
formed him that Napoleon had been unwell for 
several days, and was at that moment suffering 
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under a tooth-acb. He added, however, tlial if 
the emperor sliould be in a state to see visitors 
before his lonlship’s depaiture, he would receive 
him. Accordingly, on (he 2d oi Sd his lordship 
pioceeded to Longwood, accompanied by his 
suite, -and by Captain Murray Maxwell, of his 
majesty’s late ship the Alceste About half past 
three, the ambassador was inti oduced to Napoleon, 
with whom he lemaincd alone for nearly two hours. 
Pievious to leaving him, his lordship piesented 
the members of his suite and Captain hlaxwell, to 
each of whom Napoleon addressed some observa- 
tions, Mr. Ellis, the secretary, conveised -vVith 
him about a quarter of an hour He observed to 
Captain Maxwell, that he had taken a fiigate of 
his off tlie island of Lissa, in the Adriatic, m I8i I, 
which would amply compensate for tlie loss of the 
Alceste. To Mr Griffiths, the chaplain, he also 
addressed seveial question^, and m a smiling way 
' recommended him to his lordship’s patronage 

— Some packages and cases containing a 
supeib set of chessmen and table, two magnificent 
carved ivory work-baskets, and a set of ivory 
counters and box, all of Chinese manufactuie, sent 
to Count Bertrand for Napoleon. They were ac- 
companied by a letter, stating that they had been 
made by order of the Eton. Mi\ Elphinstone, for 
the purpose of being presented to the distinguished 
personage whose initials they bore, as a mark of 
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the gratitode entertamed by the donor for the ex 
traordjoary banianity displayed by him, which 
was the means of saving the life of a beloved bro- 
ther * A letter from Sir H ndson Lowe also came 
with them stating, that when he had promised 
Coanl Bertrand a day or two before that they 
should be sent, he was little aware, that on open 
mg them, he should have discovered sometliiug^ 
objectionable, and which according to the letter 
of his mstroctions, ought to prevent their herag 
sent 

It appeared* that on the presents was engraved the 
letter N sarmoanted b) a croan which lus ex- 
cellency esteemed to be highly olijectJonable and 
dangeroQS Captain Heavunde, who bad brought 
them from Chino, on having obtained permission 
to visit Longwood soon after his amvol, was or 
dered bv tlie governor to maintain a strict silence 
on the subject to all flje French 

In the evening, Napoleon looked at those or 
tides, which he greatly admired, and signified

1 1^/^. — Saw Napoleon in his writing-room. Had 
some conversation touching Ferdinand of Spam 
and the Baion Kolli Kolb,” said he, ‘^was 
discovered by the police, by, his always drinking 
' a bottle of the best wine, which so ill corre- 
sponded with his dress and apparent poverty, that 
it excited a suspicion amongst some of the spies, 
and he was arrested, searched, and his papers 
taken from him. Amongst them was a letter 
from inviting him to escape, and promising 
every support. A police agent was then dressed 
up, instructed to represent Kolli, and sent with 
the papers taken from him to Ferdinand ; who 
howevei would not attempt to effect his escape, 
although he had no suspicion of the deceit prac- 
tised upon him. While at Bayonne, I offered him 
permission to return to Spam, informing him how- 
ever at the same time, that immediately on his 
arrival in his own country, I should declare war 
against him. Ferdinand refused toieturn, unless 
under my protection. No foice or compulsion 
was employed to induce him to sign his abdica- 
tion ; neither was he confined at the time, but had 
his fuends, and as many of the nobles as he 
thought proper about him. Had he been treated 
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of the people. Pitt, probably, would have been 
murdered I liked Pox, and loved to converse 
with him There was a circumstance occurred, 
which though accidental, must have been very 
flattenog to him As I paid him every attention, 
1 gave orders that be should have free admission 
everywhere. One day he went with hia family to 
see St, Clond, in which there was a pnvnte'cabi 
net of mine, which had not been opened for some 
tune, and was never shewn to strangers By some 
accident Poxiand his wife opened the door, and 
entered There he saw tlie statnes of a number 
of great men, chiefly patriots such as Sidney, 
Hampden, Washmgton, Cicero, &c. Imrd Chat 
'ham, and amongst the rest, his own, which was 
first recogmsed hy his wife, who said, my dear, 
this IS yours This little incident, though tnfling 
and accidental, gained him great honour, and 
spread directly through Pans The fact was, that 
a considerable time before, I bad determined upon 
forming a collection of statues of the greatest men, 
and tlie most distinguished for their virtues, of all 
nations ( 1 did not adnure them the less because 
they were enemies, and had actually procured 
busts of some of the greatest enemies of Prance, 
amongst others, that of Nelson I ivas afterwards 
diverted from this intention by occurrences which 
did not allow roc time to attend to tlie collecting 
of statues" i 
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** It would/’ continued JNapoleon, “ have been 
a very easy matter to liave made the French and 
English good fiiends and love one another. The 
Fiench always esteemed the English for tlieir na- 
tional q^ualities, and ndiere esteem exists, love will 
soon follow, if proper measures be pnisued. 
They aie very nearly akin. I myself have done 
much mischief to England, and had it in contem- 
plation to do much more, if you continued the 
war; but I never ceased to esteem you. 1 had 
then a much better opinion of you than I now 
have I thought that there was much more li- 
berty, much inoie independence of spirit, and 
much moie generosity in England than theie is, 
or I never would have ventured upon the step 
I have taken.” 

J asked him his opinion of Lord Whitworth. 
“ Un homme hahile, wi intrigant^' said he, “ as far 
as I could obseive him. A man of address, 

M homme Your ministers had no reason to 
complain, of him, for he answeied their pur- 
poses well. The-account which was published 
by your mimsteis of his interview with me was 
plan de>faiisseth. No violence of niaunei or im- 
proprietj'^ of language was used by me The am- 
bassadoi S' could not. conceal their surprise when 
they read such a mass of misiepiesentation, and, 
publicly pionounced it to be false. His wife, the 
Huchess of Hoi set, was greatly disliked by the 
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EDg-lish at Pans They said pabJicly that she 
svas sottc with pride. There was much disagree- 
ment between her and many English ladies about 
presentation at court. She refused to introduce 
any who had not prewonsly been presented at SL 
James’s Now there were many of your country 
women who either could not or would not be pre- 
sented there, but were anxious to be presented to 
me, which was refused by her and her hnsband 
This excited great ill will towards them Your 
charge d affaires also, Mr Merry was disliked by 
the English for the same reason Some of them 
threatened to horsewhip him publicly and he 
made application to me to protect him against his 
own countrymen ” 

Napoleon then reconnted the noble manner m 
which Fox had made known to him the proposal; 
that had been made to assassinate him, which ge- 
nerous act he did not tail to compare with the 
treatment he now received, and ivilh the attempts 
made upon his life by wretches paid by * • • • in 
1803 and landed in France in British men of war 
He also menboned that his assassmahon had b^en 
recommended in the English ministenal papers 
of the bme as a montonons action Ho subse- 
quently related some anecdotes of General W orm- 
ser When 1 commanded at the siege of Alan 
tna,” said he, “ a short time before the surrender 
of that fortress, a German was taken endeavoanng 
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to effect an entrance into tlic town. TJic soldier?;, 
suspecting: Inin to be a sjn, *jc,irclicfl, but found 
notbinc: upon him They fbori thrcatimcd bun in 
French, which he did not understand. At last 
a Frenchman, uho .‘^pokc a little German, %\as 
brought, \5ho threatened him witli death in bad 
German if he did not immediately tell nil lie 
kneu. He accompanied his menaces with violent 
gestures, diew out Ins sword, pointed it at Ins 
belly, and said that he \\ould rip him up. The 
pool German, friglitencd, and not understanding 
perfectly the broken jargon .spoken by the Frencli 
soldier, concluded, when he sau him point at his 
belly, that Ins seciet was discovcied, and ciied 
out that there was no occasion to rip him up, 
for if they waited a few Iiours, they w ould have it 
by the course of nature. Tiiis Jed to further in- 
quiries, wlien he confessed that he ivas tlie bearer 
of dispatches to Wnrmsei, which he had swal- 
lowed when he peiceived himself in danger of 
being taken. He was immediately brought to my 
head-quarters and some physicians sent for. It 
was. proposed to give him some purgative, but 
they said it would be better to wait the o]ieration 
of nature. Accordingly he was locked up in' a 
room, and two officers of the staff appointed to 
take charge of him, one of whom constantly re- 
mained with him. In a few hours, the wished for 
article was found. It was rolled up m wax, and 
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wan not tnoch bigger than & hazel nut When 
unrolled, it prdved to be a despatch frOm fheBm 
peror Francis to Worlnser, trntten with bis own 
hand, enjoining him to be of good heart, to hold 
ont a few days longer, and ihat heiwonld be re- 
bevfed by a lirge force which was coming in such 
a dirfecbob under the commaud of AlViiizi Upon 
this, I immediately broke up with thfe greatest 
part of my troops, marched ip the route indt 
cated, met Alvinzi atithe pAsSage of the Po, to- 
tally defeated him, and returned againto the siege. 
Wurraser then sent ont General * • •■with propo- 
sals to treat for the evacnatidn of the fortress Be 
stated, that though the army had provisions for 
fonr months, he -was wilhng to surrender ' upon 
honouMble terms '■ I signified to him f that liras 
so well pleased with the nobleimnnner m which 
Wurraser'had defended dhe fortress, and enter 
tamed so high an dpmioo of him, that, although I 
knew he had not pronsions'for three days more, 

I was willrag to grant him an honourable capita 
lation, in fact, that I would concede to Wurraser 
every thing he desired He was greatly astonished 
at the good information I possessed of the deplor- 
able state of the troops, and still more with the 
good terms I ofiered, acquainted as I was .with 

his distress WurmSer was womliyiit, and over 

afterwards entertained a great esteem and regard 

forme.' After we had agreed upon the principal 
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conditions, I sent an officer into the town, who 
found that there was only one day’s provisions re- 
main*ing; for the gariison. Previous to this, Wurm- 
ser used to call me ungarcon. « He was very old, 
brave as a lion, but so . extremely deaf, that he 
could not hear the balls whistling around him. 
He wanted me to enter Mantua after we had 
agreed upon the capitulation; but 1 considered 
that I was better where I was. ' Besides, I was 
obliged to march against the Pope’s troops, who 
had made a treaty with me and afterwards broke' 
it. Wurmser saved my life afterwards When! 
got to Rimini, a messenger overtook me with a 
letter, from him, containing an account of a plan to 
poison me, and wheie it was to be put in execu- 
tion. It was to have been attempted at Rimini, 
and was framed by some of the canaglie of priests. 
It would in all probability have succeeded, had it 
not been for this information. Wurmser, like Fox, 
acted a noble part.” ' ‘ , 

Napoleon then informed me of the precautions 
which he made his army take when before Man- 
tua, m order* to preserve their health in that; 
sickly country. One of which was, burning large 
fires all night, and obliging the troops to keep* 
by them. He spoke about the measures which 
he had caused to be taken at Jaffa. “After the 
„ assault,” said he, “ it was impossible to restore 
_ any kind of discipline until night. The infuriated 
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soldiers msbed into tbe streets in searcli of wo- 
men Ydn know wbat kmd of people tbe Tarks 
are A few of them kept up a fire in the streets 
The soldiers who desired nothing more, whenever 
a shot was dischaiged, cned out that they were 
fired upon finm certam booses, which they imme- 
diately broke open, and violated all the women 
they found This, together with their having 
plundered pelisses and other articles of Turkish 
dress, many of which were infected, produced the 
plague amongst them The following day I gave 
orders that every soldier should brmg his plunder 
into the square, where all articles of apparel were 
burnt But the disease had been already disse- 
mmated I caused the sick to be immediately 
sent to the hospitals, where those infected with 
the plague were separated trom the rest Por a 
short time, I succeeded m persuadmg the troops 
that it was only a fever with buboes, and not the 
plague, and in order to convince them of it I 
went pubhcly to the bed side of a soldier who was 
infected, and handled biio ThiB bad a great 
effect in encouraging them, and even some of the 
surgeons who had abandoned them, became 
ashamed, and returned to their duties In conse- 
quence of the advice of the medical officers, 1 
ordered that all the buboes which did not appear 
likely to suppurate should be opened Previous to 
givmgthis order 1 had the cvpenment made upon 


a certain iiumbei, and allowed an equal number of 
others to be treated in the usual mannei , by which 
it was found that a much gi cater piopoition of the 
foi mer recoi ered ” 

17///. — Saw Sir Hudson Lowe in town, who 
was in a lery suiiy humoui, and with uhom 1 
had a long conversation, part of it not of a very 
agreeable nature. He said, that it did not appear, 
“ that 1 had made use of aiguments of a nature 
sufficiently forcible to undeceive Gencial Bona- 
parte ; and that he would write to Loid Bathuist, 
that all the time Geneial Bonaparte was so much 
in the dar/c inspecting /ds character, no English- 
men excepting Admiral Malcolm and myself had 
access to him.” 

I informed his excellency, that Sir Pultney 
Malcolm had done every thing in his power to 
conciliate and to reconcile matteis, and had en- 
deavouied by all means to justify his (Sir Hud- 
son’s) conduct, so much so indeed, that Napoleon 
had expressed his discontent at it ; as to myself, 
I had often exerted myself to the utmost of my 
ability to effect the same T also suggested to his 
excellency, that if Captain Lamb were to make an 
affidavit of the falsity of the charge relative to the 
supposed proposal to break the bust, it would 
effectually silence all calumniators. Sir Hudson 
Lowe replied, “ I judge fiom effects, sir. You do 
not appear to have testified sufficient indignation at 
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what General Bonaparte aaid and did You ought 
to have told him, that he teas gmlty qf a dirty ae-, 
tionf , I ,, 

His excellency then said that Napoleon ha4 
caused Bertrand to write him the most imperti 
nent letter,* which he had ever received, in reply 
to one written by him relative to the chess-men, 
and another equally so for the purpose of bemg 
given to the gunner of the Banng That he was 
authorized to turn General Bertrand off theislaud 
for his impertinence. He then deswed me to “ex 
press to General Bonaparte, that he had |Sent for 
me in order to enquire who was the author of 
a report so false os that the gunner who had 
brought out the bust, had been prevented from 
gomg on shore and disposing of bis goods, and 
had in conseqnence sustained losses and suffered 
bad treatment Also, that he was greatly astonish 
ed at the tenor of the last letter he had received 
more so indeed than at that of any that had been 
sent to him since he arrived on the island " 

18t/i. — Saw Napoleon, to whom I commnm 
cated the message I had been ordered to deliver 
by Sir Hudson Lowe He rephed, that the gun 
ner had declared before Madame Bertrand, that 
ho had been prevented from gomg on shore for se- 
veral days, and consequently had been obliged to 
sell his httle venture to Solomon, or some other 
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shop-keeper for half price, and had thereby sus- 
tained a great loss “ I have been informed, and I 
believe it,” continued the emperor, “ that this bad 
treatment was caused by his having brought out the 
bust of my son. The governor has expressed 
astonishment at the tenor of the letters sent to 
him. I want nothing fiom his caprice. He says, 
that according to the i hglemens ktahlis en vigueur^ 
he was not authoiized to send up those presents. 
Where are those- regulations ^ I have never seen 
them If they are new restiictions, let them be 
made known. But 1 never have heard that be- 
cause there was a crown upon toys, they were to 
be prohibited. I protest against all lestrictions 
which are not made known to me previous to 
their being put into execution By Lord Bathurst’s 
speech, he has no right to make any new lesti’ic- 
tion . Could he not have said that he protested 
against the crown, and we should have laughed at 
it. But, no. He must give a coup d'ipingle, re- 
fer to unknown lestrictions, and throw in insinua- 
tions that it is to his goodness I am indebted for 
them.

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This auswer he. desired me to deliver, which, 
he observed, would convince him of the real opi- 
nion he eutei tamed of his chaiactei 

After this, he said, that he had informed Lord 
Amherst of the conduct pin sued towards him. 
“The ambassador,” said he, “declared that such 
were not the intentions of the bill ; that the object 
of it was not to render w’Oise, but to amelioiate 
my situation as a piisoner, and that he would not 
fail to make known the repi esentations I liad 
made to him, to the PimceHcgeut, to Lord Livei- 
pool, and to Lord Bathurst. He asked permis- 
sion to report what I said to tlie governor, I re- 
plied, certainly. I told him, that I had observed 
the goveinor taking him loiind the new road he 
bad made, but that J supposed he had not com- 
municated to him, that I could neither quit it, nor 
go into any houses ; and that a prohibition had 
formerly existed, which debarred me fiom speak- 
ing to such persons as 1 might meet.

over my corpse.* That 1 would not commit 
suicide, but would exnlt m being assassinated by 
an Englishman Instead of drawing back, {Hcu- 
ler), It would be a consolation to me in my last 
moments ” 

The emperor concluded, by tellmg me that he 
had no objection that the governor should be ac 
quainted with every sentiment which he had ex 
pressed to me 

IQi/i f— Went to town in pnrsnance to Sir Hnd 
son Lotree directions to whom I repeated the 
message which I had been ordered to deliver 
His excellency commenced bis reply by denjang 
that he hnd ordered me to say “ that he, the go- 
vernor, was snrpnsed at the tenor of the two last 
notes he had received, and that he hnd called out 
to me, on leaving the room, to repent the forrahr 
only , he then stud, darting a furious look at me.

He then demanded me to communicate any 
thing else I was charged with. When I came to 
that part in which Napoleon (describing what he 
had related to Lord Amherst), had said, “ but

Finding that Sir Hudson Lowe made me m a 
manner responsible for all Napoleon’s actions and 
expressions, and took every opportunity of vent- 
ing upon me all the ill-humour he could not per- 
sonally discharge upon his prison ei, and perceiv- 
ing that all hopes of accommodation between the 
partiefe had vanished w'hen Adraiial Malcolm de-

Sir Hudson Lowe walked about for a few mo-

to^vent upon tne all the ill humour which he eutcr 
tamed, towards the author of the epithets, ibrougbt 
up the old affair of the Scotch newspaper and 
concludetl by saying. Yon are not authomed, 
SIT, by me, to communicate with General Bonaparte 
on any other than medical subjects, and if yoti 
hold any others with him it is at your own peril,

Napoleon has been up at four o’clock for seve-

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characters who had accompanied him there. He 
mentioned one Poussilguere (or Poussi^ie,) v^ ho 
had served under him during the campaigns of 
Italy. “ Poussilguere,’* said he, “ had been em- 
ployed by me upon diplomatic and othei services 
from Milan to Genoa, dining which time he ac- 
quired my confidence. He was then sent to Malta 
to feel the way before I attacked it. The information 
he obtained was very useful, and rendered gieat 
service He accompanied me to Egypt, where I 
appointed him to an office' high m the commis- 
sariat and loaded him with favours. When I 
quitted Egypt, Poussilguere, who was left behind 
for some unaccountable reasons, conceived a great 
hatred for me, and wrote letters pleines d'horreui's 
of me to the diiectory. I was then appointed 
first consul, which was unknown to Poussilguere, 
and was the person who opened his letters.

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iLord Macartney,, and it appeals .Lord Am- 
herst, thought-jof diveis expedients, ^ which had 
been also tried /by the Russian* minister. .They 
proposed that a mandarin of equal rank to the 
ambassador should perform the ko ton befoie the 
picture of the. King of England, or that by a pub^j^ 
he declaration the Chinese mdnarch should pio- 
mise, that if he sent an ambassador to England, 
he should perform, the ko-tou. The Chinese re- 
jected -these proposals, and with good reason. If 
a Chinese ambassador, weie leceived m London, 
he. would have no right to peiform the ko-lou; 
but he ought to follow the same etiquette ip the 
presence of the King of England as that observed 
by the pimces, the ministers of state;, and the 
knights of the garter, when they arp admitted be- 
fore the throne, which would be the, English ko^ 
toil. These proposals were therefore unreason- 
able, as the principle we have advanced naturally 
evinces. A third suggestion was made, which was 
« not to perform the ko-tou, but to follow exactly 
the etiquette of England, which is, to place one 
knee upon the ground close to the throne, m pre- 
senting the credentials. It certainly is an extra- 
oidinary presumption for you to attempt to regu- 
late ^the etiquette of the palace of Pekin by that 
of St. James’s; the simple principle which has 
been laid down, that in negociations as well as m’ 
etiquette, the ambassador does not lepresent the 
VOL.

You require able men My opinion is, that if 
something be not soon done, you will be obliged 
to act as I did in Holland — reduce the interest of 
the funds to two per cent. So well’ assuied and 
conv^nced^<am I that there will be a bankruptcy, 
more or less serious, that I would not place money 
m the English funds. This disti*ess of yours is one 
of the consequences of the holy alliance. All the 
continental powers will endeavour to bridle (raf~ 
frenare) you, and unite against you as they .have 
done against me, when I was more powerful than 
all of them put together. The only way to pre^ ent 
it is by placing youi selves in such a situation as to 
command respect, and to make them couit you, 
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instead of yoa'courtingthem , -wbrcb can ncTer be 
ihe caSeos long as yon have an army bn tbc con'* 
tineiiL 'As long as yonr nnnistere sayj JobniBnll 
IS not siekj’so long will things go wrongJ:' Aasoon 
as they come forward and say, ‘ Certainly therfe 
is'deep distress bThere wants a radical change/ 
We have had great snccesses which we hhve' 
abnsed, and of which we have not availed onr 
selves then there will be some hope.

Novarre -break- 
ing up a bedstead and some shelves ^to burn. 
Cipriani applied . to nCaptkin Blakeney fto^ send 
a. letter, to the^- purveyors, leq-uesting- Jhat they, 
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nould Send up three thonsand -weight of wood, to 
be paid for by themselves, as the governoriwop\d 
not allow more than three hundred weight daily, 
being about a third of what was wanting in cop- 
seijnence of the great humidity of Longwood „ 
Saw Napoleon at breakfast in his bath Ex 
peeled to have found him discontented on account 
bf the occurrences of the morning, but he was in 
a very good hninonr He was eating some leu 
tils, of which he asked the English name, and if I 
had ever seen any before. X rephed that I bad seen 
some in Egypt, but none in England “ That arch 
libeller. Edict,” said he, laughing, “ asserts that 
you have none in England, and, in fact, that yon 
have no good vegetables (ligttvia) ” I replied that 
it was equally true inth the rest of Pillets false 
hoods That in no country in Europe were there 
better vegetables orn more plentiful supply Na 
poleon laughed at the warmth with which 1 ex 
pressed myself, and said, " Oh, that atrocious 
libeller, Pillet. You English do not like to hear 
any thing bad of your own country, though you 
are so fond of abusing other nations I fancy that 
if Pillet had gone to England after the publication 
of that book, he would have had his bnuns heated 
out by ) on ” I said that he would certainly have 
been treated with the contempt which he deserved 
ISapoleon then remarked, that tJie northern people 
required the bottle to dm elope tlieir ideas , that the 
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English appeared in general to prefer the bottle to 
the ladies, as was exemplified by our allowing them 
td go away from table, and lemaining for hours to 
drink and intoxicate ourselves. I replied tliat al- 
though we did sit sometimes for hours after the 
ladies withdiew, it was more for the sake of con- 
versation than for wine, of which last there was not 
so much diunk as formerly; that moreovei it was 
optional to retire immediately after the ladies or 
to lemain He appeared to doubt this, and made 
me repeat it. After which he said, that weie be 
in England, he would always leave with the la- 
dies. “ It appears to me,” said he, “ that you 
do’not pay regard enough to the ladies. If your 
object is to converse instead of to drink, why not 
allow them to be present. Surely conveisation is 
never so lively, oi'so witty aS when ladies take a 
part m it. If I were an Englishwoman, I should 
feel very discontented at being turned out by the 
men to wait for two or three hours while they 
were guzzling their wine. NoW'm France society 
is nothing unless ladies are present. They are 
the life of conversation.” 

I endeavoured to make it appear that our con- ^ 
veFsation aftei dinner frequently turned upon po- 
litics, and other matters, with which ladies seldom 
meddled; moreover, that' in well-iegulated so- 
cieties, the gentlemen soon followed them. This did 
not, however, satisfy him. -He maintained that it 
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was a custom which could not be justified, that 
women were necessary to cinliEe and to soften 
the other sex 

He spoke about Morfichal Jourdan, of whose 
niihtiuy talents he had n poor opinion I ob- 
served that I had been told by some English o(E 
cers who had been present at the battle of Albnera, 
that if Marfichal Soult had advanced after the at 
tack made by the lancers, he would have cut the 
English army to pieces Napoleon acquiesced in 
this and said that he had censured Soult for 
having neglected to do so He then adverted to 
the English mode of besieging towns and said 
that Lord Wellington at sieges, was le boarmm 
ila honma, tliat the immense sacrifice of men at 
Ciudad Rodrigo and Badajoz was by no means 
compensated by the capture of those plates He 
ohserveil that the storming of Bergen-op-Zoom 
was a most daniig attempt, but that it ought not, 
or could not have succeeded, the number of the 
garrison being greater than that of the nssaiinnts 
I observed that the failure was in part to be nttn- 
biiled to one of the generals not having taken the 
precaution to communicate the orders which had 
been given to him to any one else, so that when 
he was killed or mortally wounded tlie troops 
did not know how to act, Napoleon replied 
that oven if no accident of the kind had occurred 
the attempt ought not to have snccecded, unless

bilt — Had some conversation in the morning 
with Napoleon relative to the deficiency of fuel at 
Longwood, and with General Montholon on the 
same subject. 

Went to Plantation House by order of Sir Hud- 
son Lowe, to whom I communicated the parti- 
culars of the deficiency of fuel, and the observa- 
tions I had been-desiied to make upon the sub- 
ject. Had a long discussion with his excellency, 
and explained that there were twenty-three fires 
in all at Longwood, which he thought much too 
numerous He answered in his accustomed man- 
nei, “ that they had no business with so many.” I 
explained to him that Longwood was very damp, 
and that the French ladies and children required 
constant fires He said that ‘'Lady Lowe had no 
fire jn her i oom ” I observed that the Fi ench wei e 
natives of a more southern climate than oiiis, and 
consequently more susceptible of cold, and that 
there could be no comparison made between the 
comfoit of such a building as Plantation House, 
and Longwood His excellency said, that “he did 
not see any necessity foi so many files, and that he

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liafl Been a 6re bnnung in the Conntesa Bertrand a 
room in thb middle of snmmer ” 1 told him I had 
no observaUdn to make upon thfct circnmetancS' 
I ohs^iTfed that i{ ivaa necessary to regnlato the 
quantity 'of wood by the seasons, ns whafttab too' 
tbucb in summer was too little in wmter.^and ex^ 
plained to him that I had done every thing m my 
power 'to explain to the Trench that he thought 
the allowance which be hod ordered for Long 
wood was snfficient, as he bad made it nearly 
double of what was fconsiimeil at Plantation 
House I also told his excellency that Napoleorf 
coiild not bear the smell of bonis, and suggested,' 
that instead of sending wood to the soldiers 'iil 
camp coals might be famished, and the wood 
sent to Longwood, to which be replied that “he 
did not like to fanmour any person s whims ' 
Saw Napoleon in his bath After some con 
rersation respecting the deficiency of fuel; he said 
that he had seen Admiral Piampin, who had 
brought him a book which he, (the admiral,) said 
had been sent ont by Lord Bathurst, which, added 
Napoleon, “ I suppose bis lordship has sent in 
order to discover the nuthoi; as in the letter which 
the admiral said he saw, it was attributed to Ben * 
janiin Constant, or Madame do Staol " ' ' 

Napoleon then observed that he had spoken to 
the admiral about ships of irnr, and tbar intenob 
iioiioraj ‘Tlio admiral saj s that a seventy' foub

gun ship Will take about eighty tons more water 
bymeaus of the tanks. .Had I known this m 1806 
or 1808, 1 would have sent ah army of thirty thou- 
sand, men to invade India. I had made several 
calculations about the possibility of sending so 
large a body of men to India, but always found 
that they would have been short of water for a 
month. I asked what his plan ,was ? “ In Brest” 
said the emperor, “ I had at one time as many as 
fifty- six sail of the line, and often forty-six. In 
forty of these Ime-of-battle ships, I intended , to 
have , dispersed thirty thousand soldiers, eight 
hundred in each, and only four bundled sailors. 
There were to have been a proportionate number 
of frigates, and other. smalleiwessels. Ten of the 
Ime-of-battle ships would have been old and^of 
little value. They were also to take on board sjx 
or eight hundred dismounted cavalry, and ,a por- 
tion of artillery, with every thing necessary for an 
army to take the field,, and be provisioned for four 
months. They were to make the best of their 
way to the Isle of France, where they would have 
watered and provisioned afresh, .landed their sick, 
and taken on board some other troops to replace 
them, with , three thousand blacks to foi m colo- 
nial regiments From thence they were to have 
"proceeded to India, and to have disembarked in 
the nearest possible place, so as to have allowed 
the '.Mahrattas, with whom I {had an understand- 
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lOg, to join them They were to form the cavalry 
of the army A few of the Frenchfwere also to 
be mounted, and all the horses they could pro- 
cure purchasetl After landing, they were to 
have burnt the ten old ships and divide their 
crews aniongst the rest, who would have been 
thus full manned They would then proceed m 
different directions, and do you all possible mis 
chief in your settlements 1 had,' contmned he, 
“ an understandmg with the Mahratlos and others, 
in India, by the way of Bassorah, Bagdat, Mocha, 
Snrat, their commaoications were made to the 
consuls at Aleppo through the ambassador in 
Persia, il had frequently earlier intelligence 
from India than yon had m England The king 
of Persia was favourably disposed towards ns 
All this plan however, was frnstrated by the cal 
culatiODS I bad made which shewed me that the 
ships must fall short of water by a month Had 
I known of those tanks, 'I certaraly would have 
made tlic attempt” i 

Najiolcon tlicn calculated the number of tons 
which would Imio been gamed by tlie tanks, and 
fonncl that tlic ships would have had more than 
suihuent water For n powcr^which is inferior 
by fca," Rud he, it IS an mvention of great im 
portance, as it will prevent the necessity of their 
going into harbour to water ’ , i i 

I incotioncil Tottssaint l«ouverturc, and ob- 
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served, that amongst other calumnies, some of his 
enemies had asseited that he had caused him to be 
put to death privately in prison “ It does not 
deserve an answer,” replied Napoleon, “ What 
possible interest could 1 have m putting a Negro 
to death after he had arrived in France? Had he 
died m St. Domingo, then indeed something might 
have been suspected, but after he had safely ar- 
rived in France, what object could have been in 
view^” > , 

“ One of the greatest follies I ever was guilty 
of,” continued the emperor, “ was sending that 
army out to St. Domingo. I ought to have pre- 
vented the possibility of its being effected. 1 com- 
mitted a great oversight and fault in not having 
declared, St Domingo free, acknowledged the 
black government, and before the peace of Amiens 
sent some French officers to assist them. Had 
I done this, it would have been moie consonant to 
the principles undei which I was acting. It 
would have done you incalculable mischief You 
would have lost Jamaica, and your other colonies 
would have followed. Having once acknow 
ledged them, I could not have sent an army out 
there dunng the peace. But after the peace, I 

was continually beset with applications from pro- 

\ 

pnetors of estates in the colony, merchants, and * 
others. Indeed, the nation had la rage to regain 
St. Domingo, and I was obliged to comply with 
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il , bnt had I, prenonB to the peace acknowledged 
the blnfcks ’ I conld under' that plea have refnsed 
to make any attempts to retake it, in doing which, 
Tacted contrary to my own judgment’ '* 

6th — Informed Connt Montholon by direction' 
of Sir Hudson Lowe, that the latter had regu- 
lated the'quantity of fuel necessary for Longwood* 
by a companson with that consumed at Planta ' 
tion House, and thought that by giving' twice as 
ranch coal as was used there, and three hundred 
weight of wood dady he had allowed a sufficiency 
That however if anv application had been made, 
he would have increased the quantity I alsoi 
shewed him a letter from Major Gorreqner 
stating the quantity used at Plantation Honite. 
Ckmnt Montholon replied, that tliey were not 
bound to regulate the quantity of fuel they thought 
it necessarj to bum at Longwood by tliat con-' 
snmed by Sir Hudson Lowe at Plantation House, 
where there ucre only four or five fire-places and 
there were twentj tlireoatLonguood' That, more- 
over, the) were natnes of a warmer and a dner cli ' 
mate than the English, and stood in need of mord 
heat, that tnc dampness of Longwood rendered 
fires absolnlel) neCessaiy fur the preservation of 
their health That botli bis nan and tlio coun- 
tess s clothes were spoiled bv the damp, in spite 
of the fires which were used As to asking for 
more, he did not like to subject himself to slight 
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ings or refusals. Napoleon for some days, has 
eaten no dinner. Told me, that he intended to 
accustom himself to only one meal a day. Men- 
tioned in the course of conversation, that he once 

fT 

had it in contemplation to have sent ,five thousand 
men to invade Surinam ; and asked.me, (as I had 
been there,)if.I thought, it would have succeeded? 
I replied, that,! thought not First, on account 
of the difficulty of approaching the coast, as large, 
ships could not come nearer' than seventeen or 
eighteen miles, ^nd the channel foi vessels, (not 
drawing more than eighteen feet wat^r,), was only 
practicable at high water, was very difficult, intii- 
cate, and <iequired;the aid of a-skilful pilot. Be- 
sides, that the country itself was full of marshes 
and very inaccessible That, there was a garrison 
of. three regiments, besides the colonial militia. 
Fort Amsterdam was strong, and could for some 
time sustain a regular siege. 

The weather has not been so bad this day as for 
some time pdst. Napoleon went , out as far, as 
Count Bertrand’s. “ Veiamente,’' said he, yester- 
day, when speaking of the weather, ""non 'h paese 
Cristiano." \ i , 

Itli — Napoleon complained of rheumatic pains 
and slight head-ach, which he attributed, and with 
reason, to the dampness [of the climate and the 
house. “ Every evening,” said he, “ when X leave 
my little ‘ Sitting-room, where there is a fire, and 
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enter ray sleeping room,* where tberens none, 
I expenence a sensation as if I were going into 
a damp cellar If it were not for the room that 
Cockburn built, which is light, airj and built of 
dry wood where I walk about and exercise, I 
should have been underground before now But 
that IS I suppose what your oligarchy wants and 
IB of a piece with their treatment of the pnsoners 
in tlie pardons^ an act the most crnel as well 
as the most impolitic that was ever pmbtised 
Nothing ever done by your ministers enraged the 
French and other nations against them so much os 
their system of pontont If hnmamty were out of 
the question, good policy ought to have made them

1 observed that latterly id the prison-ships in 
England there was less mortality than amongst 
those conftned in the depdts on shore, which was 
a proof that they were not ill treated, because sick 
ness and deaths always followed the ill treatment 
of pnvoners Napoleon replied, “ the most bar 

• Nipolton btd changed hit bed room lotnc lltne before 
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barous and unnatural measure ever adopted' by 
one nation against^ another, was that of putting 
poor wretches who were not brought up to the 
sea on board of ships, there to remain ten or twelve 
years without stirring out or walking upon the 
grass, exposed to the stink of the mud at low 
water, and huddled up as they were. It was a 
crying injustice, and one which, mark me, will 
yet be revenged upon the English nation. Of the 
prisoners in France, I, with their own consent, 
formed battalions of pioneers, who labouied on 
the forti’esses’ and other public works, fqr which 
they were paid a certain sum daily.'

ance of a natural death. This is the plan, and is 
aTnanner of assassinating just as certain, but more 
cruel and criminal, than the sword or the pistol.” 

“ The only one of us,” added he, “ who goes 
out, I may say, is Gourgaud, and he has been 
stopped upwards of fifty times. Had I been in 
his place, the same thing would have happened to 
me. Once during the admiral’s time I was stop- 
ped, but he instantly metteva Visola sotlo sopra^

and I clearly saw that he was really displeased, 
and that he took every precaution to prevent the 
recurrence of a similar circumstance. Now this 
brute would, on the contrary, be pleased with it, 
or With any thing else that would have a tendency 
to lessen or to degrade my charactei.” 

“ I am well convinced,” added Napoleon, “ that 
the barbarous manner in which I am treated will 
be revenged by the blood of some innocent Eng- 
lishmen. By the argument and doctrines of your 
ministers, that 'it is 'useful to keep me here, every 
act, however atrocious, may be justified. Would 
it not have been useful to me to have procured the 
assassination of Nelson or Wellington^ Would it

InTeplyil commtim 
rated to him the foregoing conversation /avoiding 
the Tepetition of the epithet hotartattn jHis e 2 chl 
lency called Major Goireqner to be aiwitneSsito 
some parts of it, viz that about Lord i Amherst, 
which he said he did not believe, and the mten 
tions which Napoleon attnbnted to certain pfi’ 
sons, and asked, ifl had made anyjeply? I said, 
Nli He observed, that a reply might easily hhvo 
been mdde, if I had been dispbsedito do so, liht 
thht it appeared 1 tvas of the same way of thinkiA'g 
as General Bonaparte asserted Lord Amherst hid 
bdfeu, and asked if bnch were tlie, caso?,tI„an 
htrered, that ns a medical man, I had strOnglyjfe- 
Comihended rta^ioleoh to take exbrcisoiod horse- 
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back. This did ' not satisfy Sir > Hudson -Lowe, 
-who iiL an angry lonci and manner, repeated his 
question I replied, that as 'my opinions, when 
given ni leply to Ins questions, had latterly caused 
so much anger, I must beg leave to decline gi\UDg 
any, unless upon medical subjects : that more- 
over, my opinion was of little consequence, add- 
ing, that as a medical man, I had strongly recom- 
mended exeicise.

With respect to diet and abstinence from wme, 
he observed that he was a man who liad never 
committed any excesses either in eating or drink- 
ing.

secret mission, for the good of the service of King 
Ferdinand. He landed -at Molino, near ^to,a 
country-house of' Joseph’s, and his intention, was 
to have assassinated him while walking m the 
garden. While lurking about in expectation of liis 
victim, he met with a girl, whose appearance struck 
him, and to whom he offered some pieces of gold 
to.consent to his wishes. Not succeedingJn this, 
he told her that he ,had come over-from the queen 
to,, execute a grand object, and that if she would 
consent fo his .desires, he would make, her ^ great

Spam, partly 
through hatred of the Bourbon family, and partly 
in the hope of filling his pockets. .. , ; 

Conversing on the policy adopted liy our minis- 
ters, “ It would have been better. for England,^* 
he observed, ** to have left me on the throne, as 
Russia, Austria, and Prussia, would, through jea- 
lousy of me, have given commercial advantages to 
'England There is nothing now to prevent their 
taking stejis to pi oinote then own commercial in- 
terests, by injuring those of England. Moreover, 
liavmg great influence with the French nation, 
-and being loved by them, I could have given yon 
'a. favourable commercial treaty, which the Bour- 
Tjons, who are hated, dare not propose. But, in 
truth, there was nothing really to be feared" from 
France, under any sovereign. Until she has an 
army of five hundred thousand men, France is not 
to be dreaded. Besides, it was always for the 
allies to grant peace. France was tned of war, 
-and was frightened at the idea of new conquests. 
I succeeded in beating the allies, because^ I at- 
tacked them m detail, and destroyed one power 
'before the army of the other could arrive , to suyn 
port it Hundreds of years will probably.elapse, 
before circumstances wilE arise simllai toj.those 
which concentrated such. a, mass of power in me.

They chiefly consist of 
shops, and boarding or lodging houses East 
India and English goods are to be had, but the 
latter at an enormous price. Tea is the only com- 
modity to be jiurchased cheap. We found on our 
arrival that provisions were very scarce ; indeed 
the necessaries of life weie to be procured with 
great difliculty, and at an cxoibitant rate Such 
Avas the scarcity of cattle, that killing a bullock 
was an affair of state, and a regulation existed 
prohibiting the inhabitants from slaughtering even 
their own cattle, without flrstdiaving obtained of- 
ficial permission fi-om the governor and council.^

The poilnlation of the island, (exclusive ofitho < 
mihtaiV,) ih'reckoned atlabont twothbusand nmet 
hundrrfifsonlsp ofiwholn about sev'en ' hundred 
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and eighty are 'whites, thirteen hundred blacks, 
and the rest Lascars, Chinese, &c. The whites 
are either of Bntish descent, or natives of threat 
Britain. The islanders are, liowe'v er, very jealous 
of these last, and look upon them asintiuders, 
who in return have nicknanied tlie natives. Yam 
StocJcs, The English language is spoken witlr a 
barbarous pronunciation. The religion of the 
established church prevails Thein customs are a 
mixture of English and tropical. Their chief food 
consists of salt meat, rice, and fish, the first of 
which they obtain m allotted quantities from the 
EastTndia Company’s stoies, at a reduced price; 
fresh meat is a luxury rarely indulged in, ex- 
cept by the upper classes, and is with difficulty 
to be had even by them. < Their vegetables are 
generally sold or bartered to- the ships and troops.

sideralily tainted with this disease.*' 'fOn my arrival, I ’was 
much sui prised with the great number of patients attacked with 
liver complaints " . 

Both of those diseases Dr. Baildon attributes to the “exces- 
sive use of spirituous liquors ” Now, as in 1810, the govern- 
ment of St Helena adopted "measures to"' preveiit ‘any spints 
fr6m being lauded, which had completely'the desired effect, aUd 
as'alf house's for ^retailing spirits were abolished on the ‘15th of 
May! 1809, and wholesome beer substituted in lieu , it is clear, 
that the' prevalence of. liver complaints in St. Helena since that 
period, must be ascribed to other causes than to ihe excessive use'^ 
of spirituous liquors

Longwood, SOth September, 1817 

■ Governor, — I have made known to the empe- 
ror, that you did me the honour to come to me 
the day before yesterday, (Sunday,) that you told 
me some anxieties had been excited in you re;- 
spectmg his ill health, and that as this was attri- 
buted to want, of exercise, why did he not ride 
out on horseback ? 

1 replied to you, what had been said in various 
circumstances, and I have the honour to repeat 
to you now, that the existence of the emperor, par- 
ticularly for the last six weeks, has been extremely
